THREE MEN DID THE J OB 


Warrant Was Issued Today for One 
of the Suspects and Early 
Arrest Ex pected. 


A n to n H o lu b, a B o hem ian in 
the o m p lo y o f A do lp h R iecke at 
M an ila, M o ., cam e to to w n y ester­ 
day o n bu sin ess, an d, da rin g his 
stay here, fell in to the co m p an y o f 
three stran g ers o n M ain street. 
L ast n ig ht at 9 o ’clo ck, n ear 
the E a st S edalia en g in e ho u se, he 
w as held u p by these three m en 
an d reliev ed o f $2 .5 0 in m o n ey an d 
a g o ld cro ss. 
H e a t o n ce rep o rted the ho ld-u p 
to the p o lice, an d Officers E v an s 
an d E n g le b re c ht w ere detailed to 
w o rk o n the case. 
H o lu b g av e a p re tty g o o d de­ 
scrip tio n o f the m en an d the o fficers 
are satisfied they kn o w w ho 
the 
ro bbers are. 
T he B o hem ian m ade his ap p e ar­ 
an ce in Ju stic e K in se y ’s co u rt t^Ms 
m o rn in g , an d, to an o ther g e n tle ­ 
m an , w ho is a residen t o f Sedalia 
an d v ^p eaks the B o hem ian to n g u e, 
to ld the sto ry o f the ro bbery . 
It w as then learn ed tha t H o lu b 
co u ld 
ta lk G erm an , 
an d 
Ju dg e 
Jo hn D . B o hlin g an d J u dg e K in ­ 
sey , w ho also talk G erm an , in te rro ­ 
g ated him co n cern in g the ho ld-u p . 
T he v ictim stated tha t sho rtly 
a fte r his arriv al .here y esterday he 
fell in to the 
co m p an y 
o f 
three 
m en o n M ain street, tw o o f w ho m 
w ere larg e a n d the o ther lo w an d 
heav y -set. • 
I t w as n ear n ig ht an d the three 
m en in du ced him to bu y them so m e­ 
thin g to eat, w hich he did 
a n d 
p aid fo r in a M ain street restau ran t 
O n e o f the trio then su g g ested 
chat they take a w alk, an d the in ­ 
n o cen t B o hem ian , su sp ectin g n o th­ 
in g w ro n g , co n sen ted. 
H e say s they w alked a lo n g dis­ 
tan ce an d tha t it w as dark. 
N e a r the en g in e ho u se o n e o f the 
m en g rabb ed his arm s. A n o the r o n e 
o f the trio clasp ed his han ds o v er 
the B o he m ia n ’s m o u th, w hile the 
third p lu n dered his p o ckets, after 
w hich they fled. 
H o lu b then n o tified the p o lice, 
w ho searched all n ig htlo n g fo r the 
darin g hig hw ay m en , b u t failed to 
lo cate them . 
T his m o rn in g , ho w ev er, the o ffi­ 
cers 
becam e m o re tha n satisfied 
tha t they kn ew w ho 
the g u ilty 
p arties w ere, an d as a resu lt, a 
w a rra n t w as issu ed fro m Ju stice 
K in se y ’s co u rt fo r o n e o f the y o u n g 
m en , an d an arrest w ill be m ade as 
so o n as he can be lo cated.

Ex plo it o f Dr. Lilientha l a nd Mr. Pil­ 
cher in Aeria l Na v ig a tio n. 
People in general are inuch less fa­ 
miliar with the work of Dr. Lilienthal 
and ^Ir. Pilcher than with the fly ing 
machine of Mr. MjLx im and the ''aero­ 
drome’' of Prof. Langley . 
Yet the 
courage with wliich the two former 
undertook to attack the problem of 
fly ing in the most direct way surely 
deserves recognition. 
There is 
at 
present a L^reat and liith.erto.insuj)er- 
ablc difficulty in the wav of the maker 
of fly ing machines, as distinct from 
navigal)le balloons, which is that of 
the balance. ^linute observation has 
shown that every region of the at­ 
mosphere is constantly subject to in­ 
finitely vary ing currents and counter­ 
currents of air. No matter how stead­ 
ily the wind may seem to he blowing 
in a certain direction. or even how still 
the air mav seem, tliere is alway s a 
complex series of minor aerial dis­ 
turbances to be considered. To steer 
a fly ing machine among them on an 
even keel is much like attempting to 
ride a bicy cle over a surface moving 
like the channel in a gale. 
A lurd, indeed, soars with perfect 
ease ami eq uilibrium, and is only 
overturned or driven out of its course 
at a very gusty corner, even then re­ 
covering itself with certainty . 
But 
tlie bird possesses an ex tremely sensi­ 
tive nervous svsteni, which has been 
attuned through countless genera­ 
tions of habit to the task of preserv­ 
ing its lialance through the most rap­ 
idly vary ing conditions of the air. It 
meets every minute variation in the 
strengtli or direction of the aerial cur­ 
rent on which it is soaring by an in­ 
stinctive and involuntary adjustment 
of the wings, ex actly as the practiced 
bicy clist con((uers a swerve of his ma­ 
chine, or as each of us balances in 
walking along a road.

:n Norfolk harbor. 
Upon the ship’s arrival off Old 
Point Comfort 
Capt, 
Callison 
again hoisted the Transvaal flag. 
A mass meeting of a branch of the 
National Boer Relief Fund associa­ 
tion was held in Norfolk on M on­ 
day , 
April 
16 . 
Congressman 
Smith, of Michigan, and George 
W . Van Siclen, of N ew York, were 
among the announced speakers, 
and they arrived on an Old Domin­ 
ion steamer. When Mr. Smith saw 
Capt. Callisen’s vessel, with the 
Boer flag waving, he got the Old 
Dominion captain, who was also a 
Boer sy mpathizer, to run in near 
the Polar Star, and then the A m er­ 
ican colors were dipped to 
the 
standard of the Transvaal on the 
Danish ship. 
One of the British captains in 
the harbor saw the compliment 
and sent a protest to the English 
ambassador at W ashington,who in 
turn sent it to the state depart­ 
ment. 
The state department declined 
to interfere, on the ground that a 
merchant marine man has the right

Grand Avenue Methodist church, 
at which the question was thor­ 
oughly discussed, and it met with 
the general approval of those pre«- 
cnt. 
. 
The inauguration of a life insur­ 
ance system in the church, so that 
members of the congregation may 
receive a death benefit, is o aly a 
step in advance of the action al­ 
ready taken by Methodist minis­ 
ters, who, in their different con­ 
ferences in the east, have formed 
life insutaace societies to which 
ministers Only are eligible. 
One of these societies includes 
only one conference, and the min­ 
isters of that conference pay dues 
each month, which 
make 
up 
a 
death benefit for the family of a 
minister who dies. 
The movement which now per- 


vades the ranks of Miethodist min­ 
isters is to extend these life insur­ 
ance socities to the congregations. 
Rev. Dr. A . J. Motter, pastor 
of the Washington Avenue M eth­ 
odist church of Kansas City, Kas. , 
introduced the question at the min­ 
isters’ meeting yesterday morning 
by 
quite a lengthy 
address, in 
which he named a number of ben­ 
efits that would 
result from it. 
Speeches were made by the follow­ 
ing ; 
Rev. Drs. C. B. W ilcox, 
Christopher 
P. 
Reisner, 
M, 
S. 
Hughes, W . P. George and O. M. 
Stewart. 
The chief argument brought out 
in the discussion was that the num­ 
ber of societies and lodges that have 
a life insurance benefit is increas­ 
ing so rapidly that it is detracting 
from 
the 
membership 
of 
the 
church. 
Many people join secret 
societies 
in 
ordet 
to 
get 
the 
insurance 
benefit 
and 
thus their attention is drawn from 
the church, 
and 
in many cases 
their time spent at night in a meet­ 
ing of the society instead of in at­ 
tendance at church. 
W ith an in­ 
surance society in the church the 
members need not neglect religious 
services nor need they be drawn 
aw ay from the church in order to 
get an insurance benefit. 
Another great benefit would be 
the increased membership of the 
church. 
Many people would join 
the church in order to get the in­ 
surance benefit, and in this w ay 
would be brought into the house of 
God and would hear the Gospel 
preached 
where 
otherwise 
they 
would not be reached at all.

through and meet death quickly in 
the blazing oven pit.
